Britain In The Air 


Sir Kingsley Wood, Secretary of State for 
Air delivered a heartening speceh in the House 
fof Commons on Tuesday when he described the 
progress and operational eMficiency of the Royal 
[Air Force. Until recently, Ministry of Informa-

Air Force have been so, meagre that they have 
minimized to a degree compatible with the: 
Jemployment of machines for propaganda ser~ 
vice whereas such valiant action has occurred 
that two fying officers have been awarded the 
Distinguished Flying Cross—the first air awards 
tobe made since the beginning of the war.

THE OUTSIDE ROADS 
Oct. 11. 

With the present impasse between the 
‘Municipality of Greater Shanghai, and the 
‘Municipal Council of the International Set- 
tiement over the question of the outside 
roads, conditions in the western Area are 
far from good, and it is now suggested that 
the time has ‘come when a further effort 
should be made for the purpose of arriving 
‘at some solution of this very vexed question 
which has remained unsettled all too long. 
‘The present position appears to be this 
Mayor Fu Siao-en has stated in an interview 
which he gave to the Press that it is essen- 
tial to any settlement of the outside roads 
question that it be recognized that they are 
situated in Chinese territory, and subject to 
Chinese sovereignty. In this connection it 
may be mentioned that there never has been 
on the part of the Municipal Council’ any 
denial of the Mayor's contention, though the 
Sceretary and Commissioner General has 
stated in an interview to the press that the 
‘Council has no intention of voluntarily sur- 
yendering its rights on the outside roads. 
‘Thus issue is joined, and, while it is all very 
interesting from the point of view of theore- 
tical disputation, the fact remains that it is. 
of very little value to the residents in the 
areas involved, that the present cituation in 
those districts’ is not only undignified and 
ridiculous, but that the only advantage ac- 
eruing to’ anyone is distinctly in favour of 
the eriminal clements which have been reap- 
ing a rich harvest out of a completely 
‘anomalous situation. ‘That a settlement is 
urgently needed, if only for the purpose of 
ropressing criminality, is, it is urged, obvious. 
‘The Municipality of Greater Shanghai, just as 
much as the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
‘owe it to themselves and their constituents 
that an carly termination shall be put to this 
unfortunate state of affairs, and nothing has 
‘been revealed up to the present to support the 
idea that, given good faith and a real desire 
to arrive at an adjustment on both sides, it 
could not be done. It is not desired at this 
Juneture to discuss where the responsibility 
lies for the present impasse, but it is urged, 
with the completest possible confidence, that 
the past history of this controversy has 
clearly demonstrated that the problem pre- 
sented is not incapable of a solution satis- 
factory to both parties. i 

It may not, therefore, be inopportune to 
suggest lines upon which it would seem thot 
his issue can be brought to a solution com- 
patible with the dignity of both parties to 
the dispute. ‘The Mayor has stated that 
Chinese sovereignty must be recognized. 
There should be no difficulty whetever on 
this point. The Municipal Council has at 
all times recognized that there is a funda- 
mental distinction between the outside roads 
and the International Settlement proper, and 
the basis of all negotiations which took place 
between the former City Government and 
the Couneil was a recognition by the forcign 
authorities of Chinese sovereignty. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that recognition of that 
fact 'is quite in keeping with the exercise 
of certain administrative rights by the 
Shanghai Municipal Council in an area 
for the development of which it has 
been mainly responsible, and there can be 
nothing inconsistent with a recognition of 
Chinese sovereignty in claiming that the 
Council may rightly exercise policing rights 
‘over roads, which have been paid for out of 
‘Municipal ‘funds, which have been built by 
the Council, and which it has maintained, 
and is still’ maintaining. ‘The Council has 
spent large sums of money in developing 
these roads, and a large foreign population 
hhas gone to live in the area they serve rely- 
ing upon Council police protection, and the 
administrative services of the International 
Settlement. Thus very briefly may be 
summed up the position as it is understood 
to exist between the two authorities con- 
cerned. In striving to arrive at a com- 
promise acceptable {o all there is little 
to be gained by further discussion of 
the various legal contentions which have 
been advanced so frequently over so many 
years. There is, however, one fact always to 
be borne in mind, and that is that, for the 
past seventy-three years, the Municipal 
Coupell has owned, and maintained roads 
outside the International Settlement, and that 
without any objection on the part of the 
Chinese Government until comparatively re- 
cent times. The point is mentioned because 
if the Municipal Council were wrong in 
establishing sch roads, the Chinese Govern- 
‘ment was equally remiss in not insisting upon 
its rights from the very outset, and permi 
ting the Council to err in the manner it is 
now claimed they did. 

‘That being the case the necessity for a 
‘compromise solution is all the more appar 
ent, as being the only really satisfactory

posed of. The taken, however, that

rights in the matter of the outside roads 
were the Japanese. It has been contended 
by many best qualified to judge that, had it 














not been for the firm stand adopicd by the 
Japanese, a settlement of this problem might 
fave been reached some three years ago. 
‘The most obvious people now to assist in 
reaching a settlement now are the Japanese 
themselves. They form an integral and im- 
portant part of the community ; the Japanese 
[Consul-General has equal rights with hi 
colleagues of the Consular Body ; the Japan: 
fese Naval Landing Party is one of the forces 
‘co-operating in the defence of the Interna- 
tional Settlement, while on the other hand 
they are friendly’ with Mr. Fu Siao-en's ad~ 
ministration the credit and reputation of 
which they are anxious to increase. ‘They 
fare then the most obvious mediators in the 
resent dispute, though their effectiveness in 
this matter might be considerably assisted 
‘were the Senior Consul also prevailed upon 
‘to take a hand in the matter. If by such 
means the Japanese were able to bring about 
‘a settlement of the dispute, they would con- 
siderably enhance their own prestige, and earn 
the goodwill of the rest of the foreign com- 
munity, improve the standing of the adminis 
tration headed by Mr. Fu Sino-cn, and would 
render a very real service to Shanghai. Be- 
fore the present hostilities the Municipal 
Council was willing to consider any reason- 
‘able proposal for police co-operation, and at 
fone time was prepared to consider even 
proposals for the creation of a joint force 
in the atea involved. In spite of the fact 
that it has spent large sums of money on 
the development of the outside road areas, 
‘the Council, it is believed, has always re- 
cognized that those who live on Council 
roads are interested in the development of 
the enclaves which lie behind them, and that 
a grant might be given for that’ purpose. 
Here would seem to be the basis of some 
financial aecord. ‘The Council cannot be ex- 
pected to surrender its rights, but it can be

A DESPERATE CASE 
Oct. 12. 

While Mr. Neville Chamberlain's reply to 
Herr Hitler’s peace speech will not be made 
until today, the speech broadcast by M. 
Edouard Daladier, reaffirming the determi 
tion of the French to fight on for the right 
to live in secuiity, is sufficient indication of 
what the British Prime Minister will say. 
France is determined to submit to no “diktat” 
is it not singular how words used by one 
side can be used so aptly by the other?—of 
violence. M. Daladier is almost epigramatic 
in his summing up of Herr Hitler's attitude, 
—"I have annihilated Poland. 1 am satis 
fied, Let us stop fighting and hold a con- 
ference to consecrate my conquests, and 
‘organize peace.” In the fixed determination 
‘of the French that no such proposition can 
be acceptable Great Britain is no whit be- 
hind, ‘The fact that Mr. Chamberlain's 
speech was not made yesterday is no 
evidence of any weakening. It is neces- 
‘sary, as it has been explained, that the whole 
of the constituent parts of the Empire shall 
be consulted, and that is the only reason 
for the delay. Today Herr Hitler, and the 
world at large will know that Great Bri- 
tain, like France, finds the proposals which 
he has made wholly unacceptable, as being 
‘based upon a victory which he has not yet 
secured, and which the Allies will strain 
every nerve to prevent him from gaining. 
Nothing has yet transpired to show that the 
confidence in ultimate victory, with which 
Great Britain and France took up the chol- 
Tenge of the Reich, is in any way unjusti- 
fied. Much has occurred to show that there 
is every reason to believe that the Allies 
will prevail, and that the die which Herr 
Hitler has éast is loaded against him. He 
‘was in no position to demand peace when 
he made his speech, and has not yet heen 
reduced to that state when he will have to 
plead for it, Indeed ever since the subjuga- 
tion of Poland there has been no amend= 
ment of his ideas on the psychotogy of the 
Allies, and he seems bent on perpetrating 
the same mistakes which hav2 brought him 
to his present unfortunate positien. 

‘That last phrase is used advisedly. His 
position is unfortunate as a brief review of 
the facts will show. With the assistance of 
Russia, and the employment of everwhelm- 
ing foree Poland has been conquered. It 
is necessary for him to maintain a continual 
progression of successes, the vietory 
‘over Poland is spcedily ‘losing the attention 
of the German people. Allegations of ait 
raid damage to capital British vessels, the 
claim to have bombed and damaged the Ark 
Royal, the various other untrue allegations 
of success are all designed to prove to the 
German people that the machine which he 
has perfected is invulnerable and all-power- 
ful. It is only by such means that he can 
hope to persuade the German people to con- 
tinue following ‘him down the ruinous path 
the has chosen for them. On the other hand 
the Allies have brought the submarine 
menace to naught.

‘The Allies, 
with all the seas open to them, and con- 
sequently the supplies of the whole world, 
fare in no sueh desperate condition, and they 
‘can afford to bide their time, secure in the 
Knowledge that: victory will be inevitably 
theirs while the German army batters itself 
ayainst their formidable defences. Herr 
Hitler is consequently obliged to force the 
pace, (0 obtain something to justify his 
policies in the eyes of the people he is delud~ 

1g, and, as the weeks pass, his need for such 
will become increasingly imperative. 

In this desperation which is becoming s0 
apparent is to be found the reason why, up to 
the present, Herr Hitler has not resorted to 
the use of the German air force for bombing 
his opponents. “Apart from the fact that he 
is probably reluctant at the moment to 
assume the obloguy which must result from 

the initiative in this matter, there

retaliation. To many thinking Germans 
‘there must have been brought’ home the 
realization that those millions of pamphlets 
which have been dropped into Germany 
might very well have been a smaller, but 
nonetheless destructive number of bombs. 
‘The British air foree has shown Herr Hitler 
that there is no place in Germany which 
cannot be reached, and his apparent re- 
luetanee to commence his air offensive is 
quite obviously due to fear of the con 
sequences. He has had suMcient warning, 
served upon him that whatever he seeks (0 
mete out to the Allies will in turn be meted 
‘out to him, and in this ease there is not the 
overwhelming superiority of strength in the 
air whieh he possessed over Poland. Again 
he has to race against time. He has com- 
menced his war with his nation already 
rationed so far as the important foods of 
bread, meat, milk, sugar and fats are con- 
cerned. ‘That he was warned against by his 
own advisers. Successful gambles in the 
past apparently lead him to believe that he 
can yo on ‘winning indefinitely. “Untold 
numbers of gamblers have thought the same 
thing and have paid dearly for their dis 
iMlusionment. It is to be expected that, 
when Mr. Chamberlain informs him today 
that his peace offensive has failed, Herr 
Hitler will seek to bring an early termina- 
tion to the war by the rapid action in which 
he has always been a believer. “He will 
meet with a resistance immeasurably: 
superior to that which the gallant Poles 
were able to offer, and as his armies in the 
west settle down to the protracted gruelling 
of a long war, as his people tighten their 
belts ayginst ‘the increasing shortage of 
foodstufts, there will be brought home to 
them this terrible evil which this man has 
brought upon them.

It is interesting 
to note that families using normally two tons 
of coal a year, or less will not have any 
imitation placed upon them. ‘This will mean 
that that enormous class of Briton who 
manages with less than a hundredweight of 
coal a week in peace time will suffer no re- 
striction in time of war. 

‘One of the most interesting sidelights on 
the outbreak of war was the fact that there 
was an immediate increase in the consump- 
tion of liquors and tobacco, and the inference 
uained was that the public houses have be- 
‘come centres where the events of the day 
are talked over. What would probably prove 
more than a little astonishing to most for- 
‘eigners and particularly the Germans, is the 
wide publicity which the press gave’ to the 
utterances of the German leaders. ‘There is 
no restriction on the use of the wireless, 
anybody and everybody can be listened in 
to without danger of severe punishment, 
while Marshal Goering's speech on Septem- 
ber 8 was published to the extent of no less 
than three columns with all its tirades against 
Great Britain, It is a wise move. Were the 
belief to gain curreney that the truth was 
being withheld from them, Britons would 
become more than a little suspicious, for no 
people are less prepared to have thelr minds 
made up for them by officials than they are 
And there is less crime to be noticed in 
Britain, Not because of any apparent change 
of heart on the part of the criminal classes, 
but simply because the black-outs present 
eertain problems which they have not yet 
solved. ‘Thus it is very difficult to tell wie~ 
ther a house in complete darkness is oc~ 
cupied or not, ‘The smash-and-grab artist 
cannot see what he is doing, for the use of 
torches is frowned upon, while a motor eat 
for a quick “get-away” is'in the circumstances 
entirely out of the question. In France, 
where things are always done rather better, 
the Government has provided that anyone 





about in Europe shall be ended, and every 
attempt which has been made to drive a 
wedge between them, every effort to pin 
the blame for war upon Great Britain has 
ignominously failed. The first phase of the 
“peace offensive” has come to a conclusion, 
a conclusion which was to be expected. Herr 
Hitler offered nothing for the privilege of 
being allowed to digest his spoils in peace; 
he has been: given nothing in return save 
the information that peace is impossible so 
Tong as he is permitted to continue his ill- 
starred policies. Nevertheless the door has 
not been shut upon peace. ‘There is still time 
for him to come forward with a new éffer, 
but, as he has been very definitely told what 
are'the aims of the Allies, he must realize that 
any new offer he chooses to make will have 
to be vastly different from any he has yet 
put forward. Cynics, who have been watch- 
ing the recent course of events, may find 
reason for remarking that up to the present 
the verbal exchanges in this war have becn 
concentrated upon the game of “passing the 
buck” of responsibility for the outbreak of 
hostilities, and endeavouring to jostle the 
‘other side into accepting all the obloquy -of 
starting the.war. That is, however, a very 
superficial view of the ‘matter, for the 
responsibility has already been placed upon 
that Government which embarked upon the 
invasion of Poland. Herr Hitler must have 
known that, when he did that, he had 
provoked war. The submarine dispositions 
of the German navy clearly prove that war 
was contemplated some weeks prior to its 
actual outbreak, and there is not the slightest 
doubt that the ‘nding of history will accept 
the view that this present war is one of 
Herr Hitler's seeking. 

‘That at any rate is the judgment of a very 
Jarge portion of world opinion, and especial 
ly amongst neutral countries. "If it is urged 
in criticism of Mr. Chamberlain's speech 
that it. is indefinite and fails adequately to 
detail the Allies’ war aims, the answer is 
that Herr Hitler is equally as obscure. But 
to that may be added the remark that the 
major aims of the former have been fre- 
quently expressed, so frequently that there 
cannot be any misgivings as to the ends they 
have in view. When what has been going 
‘on between Russia and the Baltic States is 
recalled, when it is realized that even at the 
present moment Finland is being subjected 
to power diplomacy aiming at reducing her 
to a state of vassalage under the Soviet, 
‘and when it is remembered that’ all this 
has been instigated in the frst place by the 
hideous examples of Herr Hitler himself 
with regard to Austria, Czechoslovakia and 
Poland, it is inevitably borne in on the 
minds of reasonable men that this state of 
affairs cannot be tolerated, if the doctrines 
of national and individual ‘freedom are still 
to prevail. There is not only the question 
of honour involved but the purely material- 
istic view that, for the sake of humanity at 
large, these things shall not be. ‘There can 
be no mistake about it: if such policies as 
those followed by Herr Hitler were to gain 
the day all present ideas of elvilization 
would be banished, and the only rule that 
would apply throughout the world would be 
the rule of force, and that of force used for 
evil purposes. ‘That is all the German 
leader has to offer Europe, enslavement to 
power exercised by Der Fuehrer. It has 
been forcefully rejected by the governments 
of the Allies, and neither Herr Hitler nor 
the world at large can now have any doubt 
whatever as to where they stand in this 
matter. Neither Mr. Chamberlain nor M. 
Daladier have closed the door to peace. 
‘They have rejected Herr. Hitler's present 
offer, and have left it up to him to decide 
whether he will make further offers which 
may prove acceptable.

‘offer will undoubtedly be a confession 
of failure in the eyes of his own people, and 
the last thing that dictators like to do is to 
make any such admission. That he will 
not delay very long in deciding what he 
‘will do next is more than probable in view 
of the pressure to which Germany is already 
being subjected by the Allies. Time is 
favour of the latter, and Herr Hitler will 
soon he forred to make decisions which it 
ipparent he has all along refrained from 
fing in the hope ‘that something or other 
might turn up 10 extricate him from the 
muddle into which he has landed himself. 
‘There 1s every indication that he will decide 
to intensify the struggle in the «hope of 
bringing it to an carly conclusion. If he 
does so the challenge will be taken up just 
determinedly as those which he has given 
in the past have been accepted, and short 
of a miracle it would seem that within a 
comparatively brief period the struggle will 
be in full swing wherever enemies can 
reach each other. ‘Tragic though that pie~ 
ture undoubtedly is, it is a prospect which 
by now is by no means unfamiliar. Loathed 
‘as war is by all reasonably-minded men, 
times do occur when it has to be regarded 
as something preferable to a dishonourable 
Peace. Peace on Herr Hitler’s terms as they 
stand at present would be a peace of dis- 
honour, and it does not matter how he 
happens to regard that aspect of the ques~ 
tion, the fact remains that the Allies have 


























not yet dishonoured themselves —in striking 
contrast it must be admitted to Der Fuehrer, 
—and there is no prospect of their doing 50 
now. This is no time to compound with 
aggressors, but certainly an occasion to curb 
their activities, and if Herr Hitler will not 
be curbed peacefully, he will have to 
endure the painful operation of war. 





THE PAST WEEK 
Oct, 16. 


‘That last week would be a momentous one 
for Europe, and, perhaps, the whole world 
was easily to be foreseen at its commence- 
ment, and the events which have taken 
place since have proved the accuracy of that 
estimate. ‘The previous Friday Herr Hitler 
had made his anxiously-awaited peace 
‘speech. It was vague-in its terms, and such 
as could be ascertained were not of a nature 
likely to encourage acceptance of the Allies. 
They merely amounted to the suggestion that 
Great Britain, and France should recognize 
the fait accompli in Poland and, as M. 
Daladier so delightfully remarked, confer to 
consecrate German gains and negotiate a 
peace. The French Prime Minister made it 
quite ‘clear in his broadcast that there was 
no intention on the part of his Government 
of accepting any such basis for the future 
peace of Europe. Meanwhile Mr. Chamber 
Jain was in consultation with the constituent 
parts of the Empire, and, when, on Thursday, 
he announced in the House of Commons that. 
the terms Herr Hitler offered were entirely 
‘unacceptable, he was speaking with the fore~ 
Knowledge, ‘and consent of the Empire, 
and of France. He did not slam the door 
against peace, but left it open for Herr 
Hitler to revise his views, and make another 
offer. What the German dictator is now 
preparing to do has not yet been made plain. 
Mr. Chamberlain's speech is regarded by the 
German press as being insulting, which in 
fact it was not; it was a piece of straight 
talking to which Herr Hitler has not yet be- 
come accustomed. He will in all probabil- 
ity become more used to it as time passes. 
On the face of things it would seem that he 
will pursue his insanely extravagant, policy, 
and intensify the war, for to make any sort 
‘of offer containing ‘revised terms would 
‘amount to an open confession of that failure 
which is already apparent. He sought to 
present Great Britain, and France with an 
Accomplished fact in Poland in the hope that 
again they would accept it. ‘This they have 
not done, and Herr Hitler has to face the 
only alternative, and that is to fight. It is 
4a fight not of Allied choosing, but one forced 
fon them by the action of the German 
leader. ‘Time alone will show whether he 
‘can redeem his failure, and as that can only 
be done by a quick’ victory, which the 
Allies have not the slight intention of per- 
mitting him to gain, the outlook for Der 
Fuehrer is not particularly bright. 

Turning from the political aspect to the 
military and naval, it has been proved that 
the U-boat menace of unrestricted submarine 
warfare has been a failure. The Allied con- 
voy system is turning out the success the 
experiences of the last war promised it would 
bbe, and the losses of mercantile shipping by. 
the Allfes have been reduced to a minimum. 
It is not believed that the air threat to the 
Allies’ sea borne commerce will prove any 
‘more serious. No British ship, naval or mer- 
cantile, has yet been sunk by enemy air- 
bombing, while the extension of British air 
convoys for some hundreds af miles from 
the British, and French coasts appears to 
have been giving that protection in the air, 
which the navies have been affording on the 
sea. There is a danger that the loss of the 
Royal Oak may be regarded with too much 
exaggeration. To speak of it as a disaster 
is to give far too much prominence to what 
is no more than a serious :asuaity. The loss 
‘of approximately 1,000 brave seamen is 
indeed a tragic affair, but that this blow 
will have any serious effect upon the further 
prosecution of the naval campaign may be 
Giscounted from the very outset. Within a 
‘comparatively few months anew battleship 
will have replaced Royal Oak, and, with 
the steady reduction in the numbers of Ger- 
man submarines, the threat to the Grand 
Fleet will be reduced to minimal proportions. 
At the same time it must be remembered 
that casualties such as these must be ex- 
pected from time to time. They are the 
normal incidents of war, and should give 
rise to no great amount of apprehension un- 
less they assume very much larger propor- 
tions than they appear to be doing at the 
present. The German air attacks on the fleet 
in the North Sea has been an experience 
tending to justify those naval experts who 
discount the value of the aeroplane as a 
really effective weapon against the battle- 
ship. Despite determined German attacks 
their machines were driven off without any 
British casualties. A number of enemy 
machines were damaged and lost, which, 
though small, is by no means unsatisfactory, 
‘when it is ‘remembered that. anti-aircraft 
marksmanship from the rolling, . swiftly- 
manqeuvring naval gun-platform is by no 











‘means the same thing as on land. 

‘The western front was comparatively calm 
during the week. German patrols were en- 
gaged and invariably driven off. The French 
continued to consolidate their gains, while 
in the course of the week it was possible to 
announce that already 158,000 of the British 
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Expeditionary Force had already been landed. 
in France without casualty, together with all 
the necessary supplies and material, a stu- 
pendous undertaking in the face of possibly 
effective action by the enemy. Probably the 
best piece of news that the Allied Command 
has received, is that Herr Hitler is proceed- 
ing to the western front for the purpose of 
personally conducting operations. From this 
it would appear that the plans drawn up 
by the German command, and varied as the 
‘Maginot and Siegfried ‘lines were being 
built, will be discarded in favour of those 
improvizations to which it is known Herr 
Hitler is addicted, and upon which he is 
apparently relying for his much desired 
early termination of the struggle in German 
victory. ‘The genius which brought him to 
the eminence of a corporalship during the 
last war will need to have improved very 
considerably to enable him to make decisions 
about which even the most efficient techni- 
cians hesitate. His comparative inexperi~ 
ence may, however, make such decisions 
easier for him. Massed behind the Siegtried 
Line, it is reported, are about 2,000,000 Ger 
‘man troops, scantily offleered by experienced 
men. The’ burning question of the day’ is 
where Herr Hitler will strike with them, ‘To 
fight in the Saar means attacking in an area 
divided by valleys and rivers, a by no means 
favourable terrain. ‘There are those who 
believe that he will strike either through 
Holland or Switzerland, countries to which 
Herr Hitler has given ‘assurances that he 
would respect their neutrality. That very 
fact is in itself a danger realized by both 
nations who are fully prepared to protect 
their integrity. ‘The choice rests with the 
German leader, for the Allies can rest con~ 
tent with the present position in which their 
economic control of contraband is getting in 
ts effective work. ‘That some desperate 
stroke in the west is contemplated seems 
possible, and the next few weeks may see 
@ great ‘deal of history being written, 











‘THE WHITE PAPER 
Oct, 17. 


‘The arrival in Shanghal of the White Paper 
containing “Documents concerning German- 
Polish Relations and the Outbreak of Hos: 
tilities between Great Britain and Germany 
‘on September 3, 1939” permits examination 
of the full text of this interesting document, 
of which hitherto only telegraphic _sum= 
‘maries have been available. A gross of 
documents, covering over five years, and con~ 
cluding with Mr, Neville "Chamberlain's 
broadcast to the German people on Septem= 
ber 4 of this year, record the development 
of German-Polish relations, from — the 
agreement between the two’ countries of 
January 26, 1934, to the outbreak of war, and 
bears striking testimony to the endeavour: 
which were made by Great Britain up to the 
very last moment to avert hostilities, ‘The 
German-Polish agreement provided that in 
no circumstances would either party “‘pro- 
ceed to the application of force for the pur 

pose of reaching any decision” in any dis- 
ute between them, and for five years after 
the signature of that pact Herr Hitler made 
1a number of speeches friendly to Poland, a: 

for example, “the home of a great, nationally: 
conscious people.” It would be’ “unreason~ 














able and impossible” so the dictator acknow- 
lodged “to deny a State of such size as this 
any outlet to the sea,” while on January 30, 

had 


1939, he stated that the agreement 
“worked out to the advantage of both sid 
‘Then as late as January 30, 1939, exact 
two years later, Herr Hiller In the Reichstag 
said 
“We have just colebrated the Afth anniver- 
sary of the conclusion of our non-aggression 
act with Poland, There can scarcely be any 
Aifference of opinion today among tho true 
friends of peace with regard to the value of 
this agreement. One only needs ask oneself 
what might have happened in Europe it this 
agreement, which brought such relief, had not 
been entered into five years ago. In signing it, 
this great Polish marshal and patriot rend= 
fered ‘8 great a sorvice as the loaders of the 
Nationat Socialist State rendered the German 
people. During the troubled months of the 
ast year the friendship between Germany 
nd Poland was one of the reassuring factors 
in the political life of Europe. 


That agreement was designed to last ten 
years. The German adventure into Czecho- 
Slovalia and the occupation of Prague 
brought about a very different state of affairs, 
the Anglo-Polish agreement of mutual as- 
sistance was held by Herr Hitler to be incom- 
patible with the German Polish non-aggres- 
sion pact—though why it should be unless 
Germany attacked either one or other of the 
contracting parties it 1s difflcult to see—was 
denounced in a speech before the Reichstag. 
on April 28, 

It suited Herr Hitler's book to do so. ‘The 
success of the Prague scheme, justified in 
his eyes the forthcoming attempt on Poland, 
and April 28, 1939, may reasonably be taken 
as the convenient date from which the fulfl- 
ment of the designs he had in view should 
commence. On April 27, Herr Hitler had 
denounced the Anglo-German Naval Agree- 
‘ment of 1935. Tt was all part and parcel of 
the scheme. Herr Hitler’s reasons for de- 
nouneing the agreement were duly and ably 
refuted, especially the claim ot persistent 
hostility of Great Britain to Germany, but 























this had no effect and the situation with re- 
gard to Poland rapidly worsened. From time 
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to time throughout the vatious documents 
which the White Paper contains Germany is 
assured that Great Britain would support 
Poland. ‘Thus when a German Under-seere- 
tary stated that “Herr Hiller was convinced 
that England would never fight over Danzig, 
the British Ambassador on July 14 assured 
Baron von Welzsacker, repeating the affirma- 
jon already given by H.M. Government, that, 
in the event of German aggression, Great Bri- 
tain would support Poland by resisting force 
by force. Such assurances apparently had 
no effect whatever upon the German 
Jeader, and the situation worsened as every 
day passed until the fatal period commene~ 
ing on August 22 arrived. On that date a 
most amazing interview took place between 
Sir Nevile Henderson, British Ambassador to 
Germany, and Der Fuchrer. The latter was 
warned that “whatever might prove to be the 
nature of the German-Soviet agreement 
it would not alter Great Britain’s obligation” 
to Poland. ‘This was backed up by the ad- 
dendum that Great Britain desired that there 
should be no such tragic misunderstanding in 
this regard similar to that which it was al- 
leged, though not admitted, existed in 1914. 
Herr’ Hitler was “excitable and uncompro- 
‘mising,” his language was violent and exag- 
gerated both as regards England and Polanc 
To the British warnings that direct action 
against Poland would mean war with Great 
Britain he replied “Germany had nothing to 
lose, and Great Britain much : that he did 
not ‘desire war, but would not shrink from 
it if necessary, and that his people were 
‘much more behind him than last September.” 

Herr Hitler had long before determined on 
war, and judging from the White Paper the 
efforts of Great Britain and also of France, 
with which this volume does not deal, were 
destined from the commencement, so far as 
Germany was concerned, to utier ‘failure. At 
the same time it is noted that while on oc~ 
casion Herr Hitler bitterly criticises Great 
Britain, at others he is wooing her with sug- 
gestions of an understanding between the 
two countries, a mixture of threat and cooing, 
‘and even of bargaining right up to the last 
hour. ‘Thus Sir Nevile Henderson's report 
Of his Interview with Herr Hitler on August 

1 finally repented to him very solemnly the 
main note of the whole conversation so far 
a8 T was concerned, namely that it lay with 
him as to whether ‘he preferred a unilateral 
solution, which would mean war. as regards 
Poland,'or British friendship. It he were. pre= 
pared ‘to pay the price af the Tatler by a 
generous gesture as regards Poland, he could 
At a stroke change in his favour the whole of 
public opinion not only in England but in 
the world, J lett no doubt in his mind as to 
What the ‘alternative would be, nor did he 
dispute the point. 

‘At the end Herr von Ribbentrop asked me 
whether 1 could guarantee that. the Prim 
Minislor could carry the country with him in 
4 polley of friendship with Germany, sald 
that there was no. possible doubt’ what 
ever that “he eould and ‘would pro- 
vided Germany co-operated ‘with him. 
Herr Hitler asked whether England would be 
‘willing to accept an alllanee with Germany. 
T said, speaking personally, 1 did not exclude 
auch a possibility provided the developments 
Sustined It 

In amplification of this report, 
telegram, the Ambassador added :— 

In answer to a suggestion by him that Great 
Britain might offer something at once in the 
way of colonies as evidence of her good in 
lentions, T retorted that concessions were 
easier of realization ina good rather than 
bad atmosphere, 

‘The events of the next few days up to the 
outbreale of war between the Allies and Ger- 
many are too recent to need recounting here, 
though one remark of eriticism may be made. 
‘The ‘warning, addressed to Germany, on 
September 1, ‘that, unless satisfactory assur 
ances were ‘forthcoming that the German 
Government had suspended all aggressive 
actions against Poland, and were prepared 
promptly to withdraw ‘German forces from 
Poland, Britain would honour her obligations 
to that country, contained no time limit. It 
was not an ultimatum, and its form might 
have induced Hery Hitler, whose wish might 
very well have been father to the thought, 
to believe that, at the very last moment, 
Great Britain would back ‘down. ‘The de- 
livery of the ultimatum with a limit of a few 
hour» at 5 a.m. on September 3, sorved to 
rectify matters, though history will always 
question whether if the first had been an 
ultimatum Herr Hitler's course of conduct

Russia Grabbing 


While Moscow seems to have been able to 
bend Esthonia, Latvia, and Lithuania to it 
will with comparative ease, it seems as. though 
it will meet with some opposition from Finland, 
which, according to the atest advices, appears 
to be in no frame of mind abjectly to surrender. 
What M. Stalin requires from the Finns has 
not yet been officially announced, but It is ob= 
vious that he is bent on securing Russia's 
aval position in the Baltie with a-suMcieney 
Jof naval bases free from leo all the year round, 
That he has demands to make on Finland is 
lobvious from ‘the fact that he summoned. the 
Finnish Foreign Minister to negotiate with him 
in Moscow. That the Finns are not so amenable 
to pressure, as the other Baltic states, is demon- 
strated by’ the fact that the Foreign Minister 
Jdid mot accept the summons, and that another 
representative, believed to be more capable of 
Jdcating with the Kremlin was sent in his stead. 
Judging from what he has demanded from the 
other Baltic States it seems as though M. Stalin 
will require the Finns’ consent to the esiablish- 
ment of naval bases on the northern shores. of 
the Gulf of Finland, thereby giving control 
lover access from Petrograd to the Baltic Sea, 
He might. also require. some concessions. with 
regard to the Aaland Islands assuring command 
lover the Gulf of Bothnia, for if he secures all 
this the Bolshevik dream of a powerful Russian 
navy strongly. placed in the Baltic may even 
tially be realized. Mow that will please Herr 
Hitler is a matter for some speculation, but it 
is apparent that no prudent German Govern- 
ment would readily acquiesce in the growth of 
a strong naval power within sea which it has 
regarded for years past a8 its own bailiwick 
A powerful Tussin on “Germany's ea 
would prove a very considerable menace» t0 
Germany. ana would put the seal once and for 
fait on the German relinguishment of their 
lschemes in eastern Europe. Herr Hitler when 
fhe agreed to the non-aggression pact with 
Russia may have thought he was merely sowing 
the wind, but the indications are that alrendy 
he is boxinning to reap the precursor of the 
whirlwind.

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Chinese Reeapture Siushui 


Spokesman Gives Reasons for Chinese Success ; 
Heavy Casualties Said Suffered by Both Sides 


Chungking, Oct, 10. 


(CHINESE troops recaptured Siushul, a strategic city on the 
highway between Nanchang and Changsha, at 8 p.m, yes- 
terday, thereby removing the “last possible Japanese threat” to 
the Hunan capital, declared Admiral Yang Hsuan-chen, head of 
the Intelligence Department of the Chinese War Operations Board,

‘The main causes of the Chinese victory at Changsha, Admiral 
Yang said, were:—Failure of the Japanese columns in altempting

given to the Chinese army by Hunan natives, who are nationally| 


known for their fighting ability. 

Reviewing the Changsha battle, Ad- 
miral Yang made the following state- 
ment— 

"The Japanese forces in Klangsi 
launched an attack on Kaoan on 
September 9 in order to draw Chi- 
nese. troops to Kiangsi, after which 
the Japanese forces in north Hunan 
latinehed drive on September 23 
fon Changsha, Z 

"The main body of Japanese, com- 
prising the 6th Division, pushed 10 
the. south along the Canton-Hankow 
Railway. It was supported by two 
brigades’ from the 13th Division and 
also the 3rd, which were brought 
to Hunan from the north bank of the 
Yangtze River 


Chinese Continue Retreat 

‘The 33d Division at ‘Tsungyang 
pushed to the south along the high- 
way. After the Japanese landing on 
the south bank of the Sintslang River, 
the Chinese withdrew to positions be- 
tween the Sintsiang and Milo Rivers. 
‘The Aghting on September 24 and 
25 were particularly severe and were 
deseribed in Japanese broedcasts as 
the most severe ever witnessed in 
the SinowFapanese war, 

‘Part of the Srd Division landed on 
Soptember 25 at Yangtien, on the 
south bank of the Milo River, forcing 
the Chinese to withdraw from the 
south bank. ‘The Chinese High Com= 
mand ordered the Chinese forces 10 
withdraw to the east. Believing the 
Chinese were abandoning Changsha, 
the Japanese advanced rapidly on the 
city, 

By September 29, the Japanese 
‘were only 20 miles from Changsha. 
‘On the Canton-Hankow Railway, the 
‘Tapanese reached Chiaotouyi, and on 
ihe highway they reached Shanshang- 
chi," while one column reached 
Yunganshih, east of Changsha. The 
33rd. Division from ‘Tungehen reached 
Changshouehen via Tao and Shukang, 
Part of the 13rd Division occupied 
Pingkiang, 

‘The 106th Division from Kaoan, at 
the same time, moved to the west 
towards Wantsal and Tungku, ‘The 
urd Division then turned to the east 
to join foreos with @ Kiangsi column 
at Siushui, 

‘The Chinese command decided, 
therefore, that the first concentrated 
effort. was (0 prevent a junction of 
the Japanese 33rd and 106th Divi- 
sions, Chinese forces, on September 
450, Itunched a vigorous attack on the 
39rd. Division. at ‘Taoshukang, where 
the Japanese left behind on the feld 
8,000 dead. 


General Counter- 

At the same time, Chinese forces 
at Changsha compleied preparations 
for a general counter-offensive which 
took. place on October 2. when all 
Chinese columns east of the Canton- 
Hankow Railway moved westward to 
‘attack the Japanese flank. 

‘After three days of heavy fighting, 
Japanese forces withdrew on October 
5 40 the south bank of the filo 
River, and on the following day to 
the south bank of the Sintsang River. 
Since then, all Japanese forces have 
Yelired to the north bank of the 
Sintsiang River, 

‘Slushut Recaptured 

In the hills north of Changsha, the 
Japanese forees have suffered nearly 
20,000 casualties, On October 5, part 
‘of the Japanese 33rd Divisions in 
co-operation with the 10Gth Division, 
‘captured Siushul with the hope of 

naintaining the Siushul-Tungehens 
ling, but Chinese forces recaptured 
the’ town “at 10 pam, last night. 
Japanese forces are withdrawing to- 

wards. the northeast. 

‘The Japanese Army originally 

sed 180,000 troops in Hunan and 
Klangsi for the drive on Changsha, 
Dbut now it seems that they will not 
bbe able to gain this objeciive. They

General Hsuch Yo is commanding 
the Chinese forces in the 9th war 
wren, whieh comprises the south bank 
of the Yangtze, ineluding Hupeh, 1 
‘an and Kiangsi. Although. Chinese 
armies drove back the Japanese, both 
Sides sulfered heavy casualties, the 
Chinese losing 20,000 men and the

Japanese ‘Evacuate 
Chungshan Area 


Canton, Oct. 10. 

Japanese forces yesterday evacuated 
the Chungshan “model district” in 
Kwangtung, the birthplace of the late 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, founder of the Chi- 
Nese republic. ‘The district was 0c- 
eupied on October 7 after a 13-hour 
lightning’ attack by. Japanese naval 
and army forees who lost two men, 
‘one killed and one wounded. 

‘Having’ completely achieved their 
cbjective by. dealing “a swift. and 
thorough blow to the forces of the 
régime of Gen. Chiang Kalhek and 
thelr followers in Chungshan, Japan- 
‘ese forces withdrew from the'crea on 
October 10 to resume their original 
positions from where they will watch 
future developments.” a communiqué 
Issued by the Japancse Expeditionary 
Force {0 South China last night sald. 

“This action was taken because the 
Expeditionary Foree is convinced chat 
this area which possesses such artl= 
cular significance, once’ freed from 
The" shackles of “the Nationalist 
régime, will advance along the path 
of anti-Communism and amity with 
Sopan. 

"Mt goes without saying, however, 
that if in spite of the results of the 
present campaign, the inhabitants of 
the district fall to reconsider, the 
Expeditionary Force will not hesitate 
to resort to thorough-going measures 
{o rectify such a condition,” the com: 
muniqué stated. 

Respect to Republic's Founder 

Amplifying the briet announcement, 
the director’ of the Press ‘Bureau of 
the Japanese Expeditionary Force t0 
South China last night declared. that 
the action was taken to show respect 
to the late Dr. Sun.

Bombs 
Gropped from the raiders caused fires 
‘and heavy columns of smoke. A’ 
Semi-oflicial source estimates that 50 
People were killed and about 100 
were wounded. 

Japanese antiaircraft batteries 
‘opened up heavily on the attackers, 
but without apparent effect. ‘The 
Chinese ‘planes, after dropping bombs, 
flew off in a westerly direction. 

“The frst attack was carried out by 
44 Chinese. ‘planes at 1 pm. Six 
machines took part in a second raid 
20 minutes later, while the third and 
last attack was’ carried out at 1.30

Hongkong, Oct, 1. 

Apart from some inconvenienze to 
shipping, there is litte sign that Hong 
kong is'on a war footing as widely 
slated in some outport papers. There 
‘was a black-out Tost week, but such 
tests were made long. before the 
European war broke out, ‘The last 
test was unsatisfactory, because in- 
stead of controlling thelr lights many 
people simply turnod off the electric 
current, throwing. thelr premises “in 
to complete darkness. What the Air 
Rald Precaution authorities want is 
that the lamps must be shrouded, so 
that light ‘may still Wluminate inside 
the houses, offices or plants, 

"For the defence of Hongkong, many 
young Chinese have joined the 
Volunteet Defence Corps as machine 
gunners. One machine gun. company 
is open’ to Chinese, while it is said 
that another Chinese company will 
be formed owing to many’ applicants 
desiring to render service. ‘The total 
strength of this force is about 5,000. 

‘On the other hand, many British 
residents when called up to join this 
service are unable to spare'the time 
owing to the nature of their work. 
‘This is true especially with the editori- 
al staff of the four "local English 
language papers, who excuse them- 
selves on the plea that they are 
Working under high pressure with a 
skeleton personnel. All of them in- 
cluding one business executive are 
exempted, 

Chinese Language Allowed 

Chinese in this Colony do not have 
to go to Macao to send telegrams in 
Chinese Janguage to the interior, as 
they are now permitted to file their 
‘messages in thelr, native language. A 
new ordinance réquired that all tele~ 
grams must be written in English or 
French, but now an allowance is 
‘made in favour of Chinese residents, 
whose telegrams to the interior can- 
not be understood unless they are 
written in Chinese. 

‘Tho Hongkong Government is very 
striet in censoring letters and tele- 
rams. Special attention is paid to 
clandestine wireless. receiving and 
transmitting “sels. A. scion of a 
wealthy Chungking potentate wa 
arrested for setting up a wireless in- 
stallation in his home contrary to 
Taw.

Tax for Hongkong 


Hongkong, Oct, 12. 

‘The Horigkong Government has 
decided to institute income tax, and 
to double duties on wines, spirits and 
petrol, ‘These are among the pro- 
osals which will be introduced be- 
fore the Legislative Council today, 
when an Extraordinary War Budget 
will be presented, 

It is hoped through the new pro- 
posals to raise an’ additional sum 
‘f Hk$10,000,000, of which about 
Hk.$2,000,000 will be used for local 
defence, ‘while the balance will be 
remitted to the Imperial Government. 

Income tax, it is understood, will 
consist of 10 per cent. of all incomes, 
company profits “and interest pay 
ments with certain exceptions, Taxa-

‘The story of the sailing of Columbus 
is known (0 all of us. “Four hundred 
and forty-seven years ogo today, his 
feet, which was about equal in draft 
to three large sea-yoing junks, after 
w stormy, gloomy voyage of” three 
months aeross an unknown body. of 
water, touched on the Island of San 
Salvador not far from the northern 
coast of Cuba. Finding this. island 
Darren and unsuitable for living, he 
galled again and this time Janded near 
Cape Haitien, Haiti, There, his re- 
feeption was none too welcome as the 
Carly Indians were suspicious and 
treacherous; then, too, the trade winds 
made the harbour of Cape Haitien un- 
‘suitable for anchorage.

Spread in F.C. 


‘Shanghai, Oct. 15, 

During September, the extension 
of cholera did not badly modify the 
satisfactory sanitary state of the 
French Concession. Although there 
was. a. slight increase in general 
morbidity, a reduction in mortality 
was noted: and, concerning the 
notifiable diseases, fewer eases were 
Brought to notice and the number 
fof deaths resulting therefrom. 

‘The spread of cholera was moder- 
ate, To the two eases noted during 
the Jatter part of August are added 
59 new cases. There is then a total 
of 61 cases for a period of epidemic 
Tasting 48 days, or a daily average 
oa. 

Mortality due to cholera (seven 
deaths or a percentage of 11.20) was 
very moderate. The small “number 
‘of cases permitted a concise diagnosis, 
and. for each case a bacteriological 
confirmation ‘was done. All. these 
‘cases were found among the Chinese 
population while the foreigners were 
{olally exempt. ‘More cases were 
noted amongst the male population 
and the ages varied between 20 and 
30 years. 

Results may be summed up as 
follows: Among the patients, 79.04 
per cent. were not inoculated: 17.74 
only were inoculated; correct in 
formation could not be obtained for 
two patients, who subsequently died. 
‘The ‘death rate’ among. those not 
inoculated amounts to 122 per cent. 
‘not one death was registered amon 
those who were inoculated. | More 
than half of the inoculated patients 
received their injections more than 
four months ago

“The American people”, Mr. Sayre 
continued, “want peace sincerely but 
whether the United States would be 
able to remain neutral only future 
developments. will reveal. the 
bottom of my heart, T hope that we 
shall remain neutral’ although no one 
an say." 

‘Asked whether "he had anything to 
say’ regarding the independence of 
the Philippines by 1946, Mr. Sayre 
stated that he felt that it would be 
luntalr to the people of the Philip- 
pines were he to talle on the subject 
before having been able to discuss 
It inthe Philippines, himeelf. “He 
pointed out that Unless and until both 
the Philippine and American peoples 
wish to alter the law promulgited in 
1934 according to which the Philip- 
pines "would seo their independence 
restituted by 1946, Congress could not 
reconsider its decision of five years 
go. 

Questioned as to the attitude which 
the United States were going to take 
towards Japan, Mr, Sayre stated that 
his lips were’ seaied regarding this 
matter, "The State Department,” he 
continued, “has its own Ideas on the 
‘subject and T-ean't talk about 1" 

In commenting on the abrogation 
‘of the commercial treaty with Japan, 
Mr. Sayre pointed out that the agree 
ment which war eancelled by the 
United States was old and absolete 
and contrary to the Interests of the 
United States.

Some Pertinent Reflections 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonru-Ciaxa Dany News” 

Swit is now over two years 
since” Japan , began its attempt to 
‘conquer China thus, there has been 
‘ample time for evety Chinese loyal 
to Chiang Kai-shek to realize that 
there Is dire need both of his ser- 
viees and of his money. One would 
have expected, then, to fnd Shang- 
hal denuded of able-bodied Chinese 
(we might exelude the coolies, few 
of whom can realize what the war 
is about) and to see what fow who 
are unfit {0 ght practising very 
Feal economy, In ofder to provide 
funds for his (or her) hard-hit 
‘country. Actually, Shanghai (one of 

. the hated’ Foreign Settlements) is, 
grossly over-erowded with Chinese 
‘of every description, who are cer~ 
tainly ‘not fighting ’and apparently 
not ‘denying themselves at all for 
their country, Places of amusement 
‘ore full of ‘Wellsto-do Chinese wno, 
were they citizens of any other 
country engaged in a life-and-death 
struggle, would most certainly have 
enlisted’ long ago; the streets are 
full of cars” (yes, even in these 
expensive times), the great majority 
of which are not foreign-owned. Had 
China put its back into the war as 
Japan has done, this mighty re- 
Public would certainly not be in the 
straits in whieh it is now, 

‘Lot us face the facts; local Chinese 
ave not interested in the war; if they. 
‘were, they would both fight and pay, 
Instead of taking refuge and enjoying 
safety “in a Foreign Settlement 
Which many of them profess to wish 
abolished, ‘This being so, why should 
the foreign Powers not face up to 
the fact that as the local Chinese are 
not interested in Chiang Kai-shek, 
and, further, that most of them are 
ro-Japanese, jt is usoless to pretend 
Any longer ‘that Chiang Kai-shek 
represents China? ‘To the foreigner 
who realizes what Chiang  Kal-sheke 
‘has done for China and is still trying 
to do to preserve its independence, it 
is simply tragic to see the non- 
chalance so indisputably evident in 
Shanghai; but the  forelgner, what- 
fever he himself feels, has no right 
to uphold “a Government which the 
mass of Chinese does not uphold. 
Foreigners did not come here to 
interfere in Chinese polities; we do 
hot expect the numerous Chinese 
Scattered about” the British Empire 
infinitely more numerous than the 
British scattered about China) to 
meddle with polities, we expect them 
to recognize the de facto government, 
whether they happen to approve of 
At oF not, 

‘Had the Chinese in these parts 
done their utmost to repel the 
Japanese, then we foreigners would 
realize that thelr aequlescence jn 
the present state of affairs was due 
solely to force majeure; and then 
Wwe should ‘indeed be flekle if we 
ignored what is now known, 
ominously, as the "Chungking 
Government." As it is, foreigners 
are surely under no obligation what 
fever to recognize a Government 
Which the Chinese themselves do not 
Fecognize and for which they do not 
bother either to ght or deny them= 
selves. 

‘Therefore, since the Japanese have 
been in power round here for nearly 
two years already, and since the 
Chungking Government shows no 
sign of ever regaining control over 
this district, I maintain that it is 
time the Consular body gots into 
Immediate contact with ‘the local 
Japanese authorities with a view to 
fenforeing law and order in and 
around Shanghai, ‘This muddle has 
one on long enough; nor Iet us deal 
with Japanese hirelings; _ whatever 

ey may call themselves, be it 

king.” "Nanking" or "The 

Municipality of Greater | Shanghai” 

Governments, not one exists but by 

the grace of Japan—and by its active 
help. 

Ih any case, the local “authorities” 
have had ample time in which to 
rove their worth by controlling the 
badlands"=—as they. have not even 
done this, clearly their competence 
ig not such as to invite the con- 
fidence of foreigners; nor can one be 
impressed with innumerable police 
haunting’ roads already ” patrolled 
while they do nothing whatever to 
assist the S.M.P. by arresting and 
handing over eriminals who’ have 
found safety in districts for which 

they alone’ are responsible. (A 

policeman armed with a rifle is 
patently of little or no value; what 
happens to the rifle if over its owner 
tries to chase or arrest anyone?!)

Wants Jail Sentence to 
Cure Self of Narcotics 


Shanghai, Oct, 12. 


In order that he might be 
imprisoned so as to enable him 
to rid himself of opium-smok- 
ing, Zee Ah-yung snatched a 
lady's bag in front of the Para- 
mount Hotel on October 9 and 
surrendered himself to the 
police. In the First Special 
District Court yesterday he 
Degged the judge to send him 
to prison. His request may be 
complied with pending one 
week of investigations. 

He snatched a hand bag 
containing more than $30 from 
a Miss Lu and then walked to 
a constable in the vicinity of 
‘Yu Yuen Road and was placed 
under arrest. He wished to 
stay in the prison where he 
intended to cure himself of the 
opium-smoking habit, he told 
‘the authorities, 


youths, Chou Ching-chi and Ching- 
hisiang’ aged 2 and 21 respectively, 
asserting that they should not Bo 
pardoned. He charged the sons with. 
Homicide’ against direct lineal as 
cendant by blood which is punishable 
with either death or life imprison- 
ment according to Article 272 of the 
Criminal Code.” He sald that although 
their mother denied that she had 
plotted the murder in connivance 
‘with ‘her sons, she could not deny 
that she was ignorant of the dismem- 
berment of her husband's body and 
therefore he charged her with aiding.

"He indicated that "the 
father was frst electrocuted with live 
wires while in bed and then his sons 
{ried to dismember his body and do- 
stroy “evidence by preparing” to 
Gestroy parts of the body. with cla, 
‘After murdering thelr father, It was 
elleged, the sons stole thelr ‘father's 
passbook (worth more than '§1,000) 
‘ond $45 in cash. ‘They went out to 
buy a serewdriver, a hand ‘saw and 
Sulphurie and nitrile acid. ‘These 
things together with a photographic 
of the dismembered body. of the 
victim were presented to the judge 
as evidence. 

‘The two sons readily confessed to 
the ‘crime stating that they had 
electrocuted their father. Dressed in 
Jong gowns, they both looked pale. 
When. the ‘judge asked them why 
they had dismembered the body of 
their dead father, they stated that 
they had learned from the book that

their father would die if thelr father 

id not die. Their mother told the 
‘court that she did not know anything.

although she was informed of her 
hhusband's death afterwards she had 
never aided her sons in the dismem- 
berment of the body.

“One lawyer 
stated that the sons were suffering 
mental trouble and that their mother 
hhad heart trouble too, insisting that 
they should be examined by experts, 
‘The judge said that no sueh exam 
tion ‘was necessary.

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LONDON IN WARTIME 
By 0, M. Gren 


“Even darkness which may be felt.” Lon- 
don by night now makes one understand the 
feelings of the Egyptians. You cannot con~ 
ceive what it is like to make your way along, 
the most familiar street in the nightly black 
out, You feel for the kerb, pushing your 
feet like a blind man. You grope for walls, 
you see nobody, but voices are heard plain= 
tively asking the way. To cross the road is 
fa real terror as you can scarcely see the 
bbuses till they are on you and they cannot 
see you at all. Accidents are frequent. 

‘That there must be some relaxation is 
wenerally agreed, Paris, much nearer to 
German aeroplanes than’ we are, has much 
ight and liberty to amuse itself in familiar 
ways, until 11 pan, when everything must 
shut.’ Blue lamps ‘with heavy top shades 
(as in the last war) would enable us to get 
‘about freely without the reflections on the sky 
which normally make London visible 50 
miles away. And if a raid threatened, they 
could be switched off in a second. 

‘Where is a yood deal of grumbling at the 
continued closure of all theatres and cine- 
BS." in a characteristic letter to the 

calls it a “masterstroke of un 
imaginative stupidity,” reminding us that in 
the last war London had some 80,000 soldiers 
fon leave every night to be amused. “What 
‘agent of Chancellor Hitler is it he asks “who 
thas suggested that we should all cower in 
darkness and terror ‘for the duration’ "? Al- 
ready it is pointed out in several quarters 
that, with nothing open but the pubs people 
are beginning to drink too much, Well they 
must do something. 

Il is understandable that the Government 
should wish to drill us all for a few weeks, 
fon the principle adopted in hospitals of try= 
ing to break a probationer’s heart in the 
first six months so that she may afterwards 
find the hardest nursing duty a rest cure. 
But the worst of war is the opportunity it 
gives to pompous nobodies in Whitehall or 
tin hat to imagine themselves the Govern- 
‘ment and put upon inoffensive citizens, 

For example the A.R.P. regulations and 
some of ils wardens. In our village, a safely 
zone observe, to which hundreds of children 
have been evacuated, every one of those un= 
happy little kids must carry a gas-mask even 
it he only wanders a few yards down the 
Jane to pick blackberries. Probably 50 per 
cent, of those masks are ruined already. And 
today a friend, whose wife Is at Littlehamp~ 
ton with their two small granddaughters, 
told me that a special policeman came to her 
fon the beach and asked very brusquely “Why 
have those children no gas-masks ?”

Ob- 
viously there are many things which cannot 
be disclosed, Ike the number of submarines 
sunk, But on others the public are entitled 
to know and it is far better that they should. 

For instance the other day we had our 
frst serious air raid warning, 645 to 9. By 
10 oelock London was literally humming 
‘with rumours, I personally heard three lurid 
‘accounts of what had happened. Not till 2.30 
did the Ministry disclose anything and then 
‘only two or three flat lines which told us 
nothing. 

‘Worse still, for “unimaginative stupidi 
as the case of the RAF. raid on Kiel, which 
from the very little disclosed must have been 
‘a magnificent piece of work, What a chance 
for a vivid story, which could not conceiv- 
ably have helped the Germans and would 
have had immense world-wide propaganda 
value! ‘The aetual communique from the 
Ministry of Information was about as dull as 
the Court Cireular, And extraordinary as it

production again in May. 

‘Mr. Pawley, who runs. one of the 
largest exporting firms dealing with 
aeroplanes and aeronautical supplies, 
entered Chinese military aviation 
interests in 1933. “After” selling an 
air line he owned in China, and 
helping to reorganize it under new 
management, he made the acquaint- 
‘ance of high Chinese officials and 
sold the government $1,000,000 worth 
of Curtiss pursuit ships. 

"He soon became an unoficial aero- 
plane provider for China, and the 
Zovernment and he worked out the 
plan to build China's frst aeroplane 
factory. By the middle of 1934, the 
factory. was in production. 

‘Within the first three days of the 
Sino-Japanese war, the plant was 
‘bombed and had to be moved. 

"The Chinese government provided 
freight cars for transfer of the ma- 
chinery to Nanking, where it was. 
fransferred_to.junks and taken to:
